Tt can also be assumed that for 
Mr. Sam to make this statement 
caused him great inner unhappi- 
ness. Southern Democrats are in 
a very real state of shock. The 
dilemma they face is a cruel 
one. The fact that none has 
sounded off in a denouncement of 
the prospect of the Powell chair- 
manship is an indication of the 
depth of their political concern. 


Adam Clayton Powell is not, on 
his own record, fit to be chairman 
of a committee in the Congress. 
The fact the one to which he will 
move is of major importance 
merely serves to emphasize his 
unfitness. His record is one of 
inexcusable absenteeism from con- 
gressional sessions, of the most 
unworthily demagogic, extremist 
positions on race, rivaling the 
worst of the white extremists. 
His record of a legislator able to 
introduce and obtain passage of 
good legislation is nil. When add- 
ed to the other serious flaws in 
his record, all indicate disquali- 
fication for the chairmanship of 
this committee—or any other in 
the Congress. 


Party Problems 


Two political party problems 
are involved. 


If Rep. Powell should be refused 
his post it would cost the Demo- 
cratic party votes in the congress- 
man’s Harlem district. It would 
be a boon to the Republicans. 


But it is the second problem 
which produces the most agony 
of spirit for the Southern Demo- 
crats. 


Rep. Powell ought not, because 
of his record, to be chairman of 
a congressional committee. In 
addition he is one of those most 
detested by the Southern bloc. 
Yet, he can be thwarted only by 
changing the rules of seniority. 
And it is these which the South- 
ern Democrats have most jealous- 
ly defended. It has been these 
rules which give the Southern 
Democrats greater power in the 
Congress than _ representatives 
from any other region, Coming 
from one-party states they can 
expect to remain in the Congress 
for a lifetime, barring flagrant 
incapacity or grievous public mis- 
conduct. 


The result of this is that histori- 
cally the great majority of com- 
mittees are chaired by Southern- 
ers when their party organizes 
the House and Senate. Even in 
Republican years their seniority 
gives them high committee po- 
sitions and an influence beyond 
that of other members whose 
years of tenure are not so great. 


Standing Committees 


In the House today, for exam- 
ple, 15 of the 21 House standing 
committees have Southern chair- 
men. In the Senate, 12 of 17 are 
from Southern states. (Missouri, 
usually Democratic and viewed 
as a Southern border state, is in- 
cluded in this calculation.) This 
also explains why there is a re- 
luctance to bolt the party con- 
ventions and form third parties. 
This might lead to reorganization- 
al loss of committee positions. 


For years,. the seniority system 
has been under attack. Attempts 
have been made to reform it. But 
always the strength of Southern 
Democrats has been more than 
adequate to retain it without any 
lessening of its inexorable power. 


Hence, the Southern Democrats 
must, by the rules, vote to seat 
Rep. Adam Clayton Powell Jr., of 
Harlem, as chairman of the 
House Education and Labor Com- 
mittee. It is one which would sit 
on major bills having to do with 
schools, desegregation, and with 
all labor legislation. And Chair- 
man Powell would be in a posi- 
tion of great power. 


Hence, the agony of spirit in 
Democratic ranks. 


They would rather die, as the 
saying goes, than seat Powell. 
But to change the rules is as bad.

WASHINGTON — The Eisenhower administration 
Tuesday unveiled a new plan whereby federal courts 
would appoint “voting referees” to guarantee Southern 
Negroes the right to vote in federal, state and local elec- 


tions. 


This would be done after a U.S. 
court has determined that Ne- 
groes are denied the right to vote 
by state action or “‘under color 
of state law” by a _ systematic 
pattern or practice in any local- 
ity. 

The voting referees would be 
empowered to certify whether

The referees would be acting as 
officers or agents of the court, as 
do referees in bankruptcy cases. 
And failure of state election of- 
ficials to register the certified ap- 
plicants and permit them to vote 
would be subject to contempt of 
court action. 


The plan, calling for an amend- 
ment to the Civil Rights Act of 
1957, is the administration’s sub- 
stitute for a controversial “‘fed- 
eral registrar’? proposal recom- 
mended last fall by the Civil 
Rights Commission. 


It was outlined Tuesday by 
Atty. Gen. Rogers at a news con- 
ference in which Rogers said the 
plan has the approval of both 
President Eisenhower and Vice- 
President Nixon.

Next Move Is Benson’s 
In Lamb Grading Fight 


Secretary of Agriculture Benson is 
toying with what could become a dan- 


pension of the federal lamb grading pro- 
gram for a year with enforcement of his 
order while the House Agri- 
culture Committee considered the contro- 
versy. . 

Now. the committee has resolved 
unanimously that grading be continued. 
The next move is up to Benson as to 
whether he will go ahead with his origi- 
nal edict or follow the committee’s ad- 
vice. 
Failure of some segments of the in- 
dustry to agree to standards for grading, 
the weakest of all possible reasons, 
prompted Benson to take the step that he 
did in the first place. 

Following the same line of reasoning 
could well lead to doing away with fed- 
eral grading of other meats, leaving the 
housewife to guess as to the quality of the 
products she purchases. 

The best interests of the consumer 
were ignored in Benson’s order regarding 
lamb grading. This is galling to all except 
some members of the industry who ob- 
viously want either a meaningless set of 
standards or none at all. 

Any attempt such as this to wreck 
federal grading of products should be 
dealt with firmly at the outset. Cater- 
ing to special interest groups at the ex- 
pense of the consumer’s pocketbook and 
health is an intolerable way for any gov- 
ernmental agency to operate.

Coosa Valley Planners 
Point Way for Others 


Effectiveness of areawide planning for 
economic development has been a sub- 
ject of discussion and considerable inter- 
est in recent months throughout the state. 
And in northwest Georgia it is being put 
to a practical test by the Coosa Valley 
Planning and Development Assn., a 12- 
county planning group. 

The association has adopted a coordi- 
nated program of planning and develop- 
ment in industry and agriculture in close 
cooperation with the Northwest Georgia 
Experiment Station. Assistance is being 
given by the Georgia Tech Industrial De- 
velopment Department, which is conduct- 
ing industrial and planning workshops. 
Such workshops already have been held 
in eight of the 12 counties. 


Directors of the association plan to 
hold monthly meetings to discuss planning 
and mutual problems. Themes from March 
through July will include industry, gov- 
ernmental affairs, local planning, tourist 
promotion and water resources. Individ- 
ual counties and communities will have 
the opportunity to translate what is 
learned into action programs. 

Reportedly the General Assembly will 
have before it soon a bill which would 
provide for area offices to conduct work- 
shops and promote industrial and eco- 
nomic development, probably under the 
Tech Industrial Development Depart- 
ment’s direction. This type of self-help 
program looms large in future plans for 
the state and has much in its favor. 

Meanwhile, the Coosa Valley group is 
pioneering in a most constructive field. 
We wish them all success.

Would Senators Grasp 
A Golden Opportunity? 


Should the fotir-year term of office 
for General Assembly members, approved 
by the State of Republic Committee, pass 
the House of Representatives, what 
would this mean in terms of the present 
rotation system of electing members of 
the State Senate? 


Proponents admit it poses a bit of a 
problem. In some districts with three 
counties it would mean each county would 
have a senator only once every eight 
years. 


To get around this provision, some 
House members suggest that the Senate 
system remain as it is—rotation every 
two years. 


Doubtless some members of the Sen- 
ate already have seen the hazard and the 
possibilities in the House measure. If it 
comes before them, therefore, the Sen- 
ate itself will have its greatest opportu- 
nity of strengthening what has been 
described as the weakest link in Georgia’s 
representative process—the Senate itself. 


Under the rotation system as now prac- 
ticed, the Senate is a lame duck the day 
it is elected. Only one member can be 
re-elected. In the present Senate, thanks 
to a splendid concession on the part of 
other counties in his district, Sen. Carl 
Sanders, of Augusta, will be given an op- 
portunity at a second term. 


Under the system, the House is by far 
the dominant body. Its members would 
like to keep it that way. But if the Senate 
wants to grasp its first opportunity in 
many years to strengthen itself, it could 
insist on writing its own terms on this 
four-year business instead of accepting 
dictation from the House. 


Ending the rotation system would 
make the Senate a stronger, more effec- 
tive body. In fact, it is the only way to 
make it a continuing body.

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Virginia Plan Cited as Workable Solution 
To Georgia’s Problems in Public Education 


Keswick, Va.—Isn’t the solution 
our 


which-ig now the law in Virginia: 

1. Repeal the segregation laws 
and return pupil placement to the 
local school boards which can be 
trusted to handle this problem 
with the very minimum of local 
friction. 

2. Offer to all parents the op- 
tion of an equivalent educational 
scholarship for use in any private 
school of their choice. Such a 
scholarship must be available to 
everybody—white and Negro, of 
course—to be constitutional. 

There are other details but this 
is the broad solution that reopened 
all schools (with one exception) 
this fall and has reduced all dis- 
pute to the vanishing point. 

The best example of the work- 
ings of “freedom of choice” is 
afforded by Charlottesville, where 
two newly built private schools 
were opened this fall with 550 
pupils. This “safety valve” for 
individual freedom permitted the 
white public schools to reopen 
with 3,100 pupils, 12 of them Ne- 
gro. 

What the Virginia plan really 
comes to is the individual free- 
dom of association which we read 
into the freedom to ‘“assemble”’ 
of the First Amendment. In this 
new freedom are two new human 
rights: the right to choose one’s 
associates in schools, as else- 
where, and the right to choose 
between a state-directed education 
and a private education. 


Because of these rights, non- 
existent last year, Virginia no 
longer argues “segregation”? and 
“integration.” In fact, it will be 
difficult to improve the new laws 
this winter because, incredibly 
enough, of lack of interest! In- 
deed, so successful is the whole 
thing that Gov. Almond bub- 
bled over about it at the recent 
Governor’s Conference. But no- 
body from Georgia apparently no- 
ticed it.

Soviet-U.S. Contest 
Requires Defining 


WASHINGTON—What is this 


“contest” be- 
tween the Soviet Union and the United States we 
all talk about? We know we are in it. We know 


it is deadly serious. But aren't we in a position of playing a form 
of basketball on a football field without knowing what makes a 


score? 


Nothing could be more confus- 
ing, particularly to those in the 
grandstand—the nations and peo- 
ples uncommitted and uncertain 
of their future — than not being 
able to see what the contest is 
about. 


Premier Khrushchev says that 
the Soviet Union will shortly show 
that it can exceed the standard of 
living of the United States and 
that as the result other countries 
will choose “socialism” over 
“capitalism” as their way of life. 


If that is the contest—and there 
will be many who see it that way 
—then the first thing to bear in 
mind is that Soviet communism 
is not ‘‘socialism’’ because it is 
dictatorship and that American 
“capitalism” is not what millions 
of people, who have never been 
to the United States, think it is. 
The tendency is to picture Ameri- 
can capitalism in the image of 
the reformer’s indictment of a 
century ago—the image of the 
masses of workers being ground 
down with long hours at low pay 
for the benefit of the few—instead 
of viewing American capitalism 
as it has actually evolved. 

If Mr. K. wants the world to 
choose between communism and 
capitalism, here are some of the 
facts that show that the benefits 
of American capitalism are not 


for the few. They are taken from — 


the report of the President’s Coun- 
cil of Economic Advisers. —~. 


Real income per capita has in- 
creased by nearly 20 per cent 
since 1946. 

Housing has been increased by 
15,000,000 private non-farm dwell- 
ing units since 1946; some 60 per 
cent of all non-farm dwelling units 
are owned by occupant families. 

More than 19,000,000 persons are 
covered by privately financed 
pension plans. 

The federal state unemployment 
compensation system, which pro- 
vides ‘a defense against loss of 
income in periods of economic ad- 
versity, now protects nearly 85 
per cent of all persons on non- 
farm payrolls. 

But should we accept Khrusk- 
chev’s definition of the contest— 
that the world must choose be- 
tween communism and capital- 
ism? 

Let’s be clear that this is not 
what we aré asking the uncom- 
mitted world to choose between. 
We are inviting people to com- 
pare two kinds of societies. and 
choose whether they feel they 
must develop their resources ur-

Concession on Tests

WASHINGTON—The United States will offer a 
new concession to the Soviet Union in an effort to end 
the 14-month stalemate on the banning of nuclear test 


explosions. 


It is understood that the ad- 
ministration will propose that the 
test-ban treaty, now under nego- 
tiation in Geneva, provide for 
three things: 


1. A ban on very large under- 
ground test explosions, which are 
subject to reasonably accurat 
detection. 


2. No ban at this time on small- 
er underground explosions, which 
cannot be accurately identified 
with present-day devices. 


3. A program for increasing ef- 
forts to improve detecting and 
methods so that smaller under- 
ground explosions can be de- 
tected, and finally banned. 


The new concession by the 
United States is in the first point. 


Moscow has been insisting that 
all underground nuclear explo- 
sions be banned. Washington has 
insisted in the past that all un- 
derground explosions are ex- 
tremely difficult to detect and 
therefore should not be included 
in any treaty test ban for the 
present. 


What Washington is now pre- 
pared to offer as a compromise 
is that the exceptionally large nu- 
clear underground explosions, as 
distinguished from smaller under- 
ground explosions, should be in- 
cluded in the treaty ban. 

The decision to offer to ban 
the large nuclear test explosions 
—perhaps of 20 kilotons and 
over—was made after a most 


careful study of Soviet Premier 
Khrushchev’s 20,000-word speech 
to the Supreme Soviet in Moscow 
on Jan, 14, 


Prior to this speech, Khrush- 
chev had suggested that it was 
possible to “‘guarantee’’ an ade- 
quate system of inspection and 
control of any test ban. 


This was not the opinion of the 


U.S. experts. Everybody agreed | ? 
that test explosions above the || 


earth's surface could be detected 
and should be banned. But the 
more the U.S. scientists sought 


‘to identify underground nuclear 


tests, the more they come to 
the conclusion that it was ex- 
tremely difficult to distinguish be- 
tween nuclear explosions and 
earthquakes or volcanic explo- 
sions, particularly if the nuclear 
explosions were set off in vast 
underground tunnels.

Lockheed Ski-130 
Pierces Antarctic 


First Heavy Plane to Land 


At Remote Byrd Station 


aa first heavy transport plane to land on the in- 
ne ee ateau of the Antarctic—a Marietta-built Lock- 
heed C130—has - down at Byrd Station in the heart of 


Marie Byrd Land 

So huge is this pera 
plane that it can ferry an entire 
tractor party, vehicles and all, to a 
selected starting point deep in the 
interior. It is expected to revolu- 
tionize Antarctic exploration and 
research. 


The plane is the Ski-130 version 
of the turbo-propCi30 Hercules, 
made by the Lockheed Aircraft 
Corp. at Marietta, Ga. It delivered 
several tons of supplies to the re- 
mote Marie Byrd Land outpost 
Saturday night, but news of the 
landing didn’t reach Washington 
until Tuesday. 

Joe Shelton of Smyrna, Lock- 
heed photographer, and Joe Doug- 
las of Alpharetta, field service 
representative of Lockheed, are 
with the Ski-130 force in the Ant- 
arctic. Both Shelton and Douglas 


accompanied the Ski-130s last sum- 
mer in their operations in the 
Greenland Ice Cap. 


In addition to lifting whole trac- 
tor parties, the plane has these 
capabilities: 

1. It can deliver to any inland 
station instruments and supplies 
that previously had to be para- 
chuted, with resulting damage and 
losses. The annual saving in para- 


chutes alone is expected to be 


$1 million. 


2, It can land almost anywhere 
on the Antarctic ice sheet, in con- 
trast to its predecessor, the C124 
Globemaster, whose wheels made 
it entirely dependent on a single 
air strip, cleared on the hard ice 
of McMurdo sound. This gives it 
a far greater margin of safety. 


Its independence of the Mc- 
Murdo strip lengthens the season 
for resupply flights from roughly 
two to about seven months. This 
means that scientists can fly in 
at the first spring daylight and 
remain until winter darkness has 
almost come, 


Such a schedule should reduce 
the number of people who need to 
remain all winter and should make 
it easier to recruit experienced

Lets Government Appeal Price 
Without First Paying in Full

They rattled the bones 


of that oft-sung hero, “the 


poor man’’—specifically the poor man threatened with 
losing his wellsweep and his hearthstone to superhigh- 
ways—in the House Tuesday in a small-scale and unsuc- 
cessful revolt against an administration resolution to 
change the law on condemnation proceedings. 


The measure, signed by such 
administration leaders as Floor 
Leader Frank Twitty, House 
Speaker George Smith and Rep. 
Charles Gowen of Glynn County, 
passed by an easy 138 to 28 vote 
but only after nearly an hour of 
debate and question-and-answer 
haggling. 

CALLS FOR AMENDMENT 


The resolution calls for amend- 
ing the state constitution to allow 
the state, counties or municipali- 
ties to appeal from a price fixed 
by assessors on land condemned 
for highways without first paying 
the landowner the full price. The 


portion of the price to be paid| 


while the appeal is pending would, 
be fixed by legislative action after 
the amendment is ratified in the’ 
next general election, Rep. Twitty 
said. 


Speaker Pro Tem George Bagby, 
of Paulding County, himself an 
administration stalwart, took the 
floor against the bill, declaring, “‘! 
regret to take issue with the ad- 
ministration but if there’s any- 
where you ought to exercise legis- 


lative independence it’s where 
human rights are being de- 
stroyed.” 


Bagby said that under the terms 
of the proposed amendment the 


state or other political subdivisions | 
could take “‘a poor man’s home| 


away from him and hold back his 
money while the appeal is in the 
court for two or three years.” 


TWITTY RETORTS 


“How anybody can tell you this 
bill is taking anything away from 
the poor man I cannot see!” 
countered Floor Leader Twitty, 
following him to the microphone. | 

“Anybody who tells you that is| 
misinforming you.” 


“That count,” cried Bagby, ad- | 
dressing the speaker, ‘‘was as | 
long as the Dempsey-Tunney 
count, wasn’t it?” 

“Not quite as long,’ Smith said 
firmly. “I believe in letting every 
member have time to vote.”

She Unhinged 
The Unwed Bill 


At least one legislator 
doesn’t under-estimate the 
power of a woman. 


When Rep. Tom C. Palmer 
of Mitchell County, a sponsor 
of the unwed mother’s bill, 
appeared before a session of 
the Governor’s Legislative 
Forum for Women Tuesday, 
he was asked if he “really” 
intends to get the bill passed. 


“TI certainly do,”’ he fired 
back, adding that the current 
legislative draft is a revision 
of the bill that failed to be 
passed in 1957. 


‘‘And the sole credit for its 
defeat,”’ he charged, ‘belongs 
to Miss Celestine Sibley of 
The Constitution.”

The state of Georgia Tues- 
day was “indicted’’ for its 
“neglect and inadequate at- 
tention to the problems of its 
youth.” 


During an electrifying ses- 
sion of the Governor's Legisla- 
tive Forum for Women, Mitch- 
ell County Rep. Tom. C. Pal- 
mer, member of the State In- 
stitutions and Property Com- 
mittee, declared that Georgia 
has “divided and subdivided 
its services and responsibilities 
to the youth of this state until 
it has become a hodge-podge 
of ineffective programing for 
the youth.” 


Rep. Palmer will submit a 
report to the governor and 
General Assembly on his in- 
spection of the facilities of the 
Training School for Girls at 
Adamsville. 


He also presented to the 
women a report from Rep. 
Frank Gross, on that legisla- 
tor’s recent investigation of 
conditions at the Rock Quarry 
Prison at Buford. The report 
primarily reminded listeners 
that the Rock Quarry warden 
did not deny the widely-publi- 
cized incidents at the prison for 
incorrigibles. 


IMPROVE FACILITIES 


Rep. Palmer’s report came 
on the heels of legislative rec- 
ommendations from Rep. Tom 
Parker of Ware County, that, 
rather than establish a series 
of juvenile detention homes, 
the money could be better allo- 
cated to improve present facili- 
ties at the various training 
schools. 


Taking priority on Rep. Park- 
er’s list of recommendations to 
the General Assembly will be 
that the training schools be 
taken out from under the juris- 
diction of the Welfare Depart- 
ment, which, he _ declared, 
views them as a departmental 
“step child,”” and that a youth 
commission be established to 
take care of all problems per- 
taining to juveniles and juve- 
nile corrections. 


Concurring with this recom- 
mendation, Rep. Palmer ob- 
served that “‘if this state would 
conduct a crash program, pos- 
sibly under a youth commission 
or some similar organization 
where attention to, services for 
and guidance for the youth of 
this state could be intensified,” 
problems of juveniles and train- 
ing schools “‘certainly would be 
greatly reduced in the future.” 


The recommendations Rep. 
Parker plans to put before the 
General Assembly also urges 
the separation of the juvenile 
court and the superior court, 
and calls for the use of ade- 
quate probation officers to work 
only with juveniles. His com- 
mittee will also recommend the 
establishment of boarding homes 
in each Georgia county, where 
juveniles may stay while await- 
ing disposal of their cases. 


The legislator views as a ne- 
cessity separate training schools 
for older boys and younger 
offenders, since “the two pro- 
grams are entirely different.” 
He will recommend an expanded 
program of rehabilitation, and 
a salary for training school

teachers equal to that of public 
school teachers. 


Rep. Palmer revealed that his 
visits to the Adamsville school 
included personal interviews 
with each of the girls confined 
there. He charged that the 
greatest cause of juvenile delin- 
quency in Georgia “arises from 
shameful, harmful, inadequate, 
inferior and tragic family en- 
vironments.” 


“In interviews with each of 
the 73 charges,” he continued, 
“IT should venture to say thaa at 
lease 95 per cent come from 
broken homes—homes where al- 
coholism is a problem, or homes 
which offer nothing more than a 
total lack of supervision for the 
children. 


INCEST RECORDS 


“One needs only to note that 
as many as 12 of these girls 
had in their past history a 
record of incest, to fully realize 
the seriousness of this accusa- 
tion.” 


He praised the training school 
director, Miss Maureen Dicker- 
son, and her “excellent but 
somewhat limited staff.” 


He recalled that Miss Dicker- 
son, in answer to a question as 
to what is wrong at Adamsville, 
replied, in effect: “If we had 
some way to isolate the serious- 
ly disturbed c hildren for a brief 
or long periods of time, depend- 
ing upon the child, the problem 
could be kept to a minimum.” 


The report disclosed that out 
of approximately 90, which is 
the total number of girls dur- 
ing the fiscal year, 27 were in 
the seriously disturbed group. 
Of the 27, 22 have been manage- 
ment problems—acts of vio- 
lence, repeated runaways, etc. 
Of the 90, 33 have psychopathic 


tendencies and 11 of the 33 are 
management problems. There 
are 18 girls at Adamsville with- 
out apparent serious trouble, al- 
though one of the 18 is a man- 
agement problem. 


“The greatest cry seems to be 
and vocational facilities,’’ Rep. 
Palmer reported. “Much good 
can come from an increase in 
such activity, such as the course 
limited by necessity to only a 
very few of the girls in the art of 
cosmotology. Some effort it 
being made toward training in > 
homemaking, but facilities must 
be provided for many other vo- 
cations with a possible empha- 
sis on business courses.”’ 


The legislator and the Adams- 
ville staff urges more recrea- 
tional facilities be offered, and 
some psychopathic treatment for 
the girls.

Keep Some Girls From Altar

Childhood conditioning is the 
one common denominator for 
the great majority of those 
women who lack motivation for 
marriage. 


Generally one of three basic 
conditions in the single woman 
is accountable for her lack of 
motivation, although she can 
be affected by any combina- 
tion of all of these. 


1. Perhaps she is a victim 
of conditioned-in fears—fears 
of sex, poverty, competition, 
disapproval, or anything and 
everything else. 

2. Perhaps she was never 
taught to be independently lov- 
ing. She doesn’t know how to

3. Or, perhaps she acquired 
a non-marriage goal set while 
she was growing up.

DANGER OF FEAR 


Because they are so easy to 
condition in, fears are possibly 
the most dangerous of the mo- 
tivation reducers. 


Often fears are learned as a 
result of a bad personal ex- 
perience. But far more of 
them are implanted by the 
shuddering warnings of your 
intensely fearing parents.

Sometimes, an individual 
woman can pinpoint specific 
sexual fears. Often, however, 
it is a generalized sort of fear 
that some women get when 
they think of men and mar- 
riage. A woman may be quite 
right when she says, “I don’t 
know what I am afraid of. 
I'm just afraid.” 


Some of the fears most dam- 
aging to your marriage chances 
are often not thought of as fears 
at all. These are the condi- 
tioned-in insecurities which 
make you overly afraid of doing 
or saying something wrong — 
or even inaccurate—or of doing 
something “bad” or improper. 
OVERSIZED FEARS 

Kept within reason, these 
fears make our world a livable 
place because they allow us to 
predict how other people who 
also know and fear unconform- 
ity will behave. But for some 
women, the fear of being so- 
cially disapproved of — espe- 
cially by their peers or “‘bet- 
ters’’— amounts to a full-blown 
phobia. 


Sometimes it is the parents’ 
direct punishments or preach- 
ment that build in these fears 
and defenses. Occasionally, 
though, what the parent does to 
the child’s relationship with 
other children is even more 
deadly, 


If you are sent forth from 
from your home as a child with- 
out having been made to feel 
confident and worthy, the out- 
side group is not likely to help 
you. The admiration that a 
self-assured and graceful girl 
gets from the group may make 
her more self-assured and more 
graceful. But the shy and in- 
secure child, who is ridiculed 
or ignored, becomes only more 
shy and more insecure. 


If you weren’t the most per- 
fectly formed or polished child 
in the group — let’s say you 
had overlarge legs — and you 
weren’t given the self-confidence 
at home that would help you ad- 
just, you probably got some in- 
feriority attitudes from the real 
or imagined behavior of the 
other children toward you. Then 
you tended to withdraw from 
the group or to hide your legs 
and never go swimming. Or else 
you tried to fight back petu- 
lantly.

“The Russians believe they are 
a great nation and they believe 
education will make them 
greater.” 


Respect for education is high- 
er in Russia than in America, 
according to Dr. Lindberg. Be- 
ing a teacher is more desirable 
to the Russian, even the com- 
mon man, than being a lawyer 
or a doctor. 


Russians read ravenously, she 
said. The women even carry 
books in their apron pockets and 
take them out to read when- 
ever they get a chance. Books 
are subsidized by the govern- 
ment, so they are very cheap 
there. 


The Russians are more en- 
thusiastic about spending mon- 
ey for schools than are Amer-

For something like a half cen- 
tury, we have insisted that any- 
one bearing the legitimate title 
of “doctor” have a diploma from 
a reputable medical school. 


That is to say, back around 
the turn of the century, we were 
plagued by “diploma miills”’ which 
gave so-called “degrees” to peo- 
ple in return for a fee, but did 
not require much study. 


Then came one of the biggest 
explosions ever to occur in the 
medical profession. The diploma 
mills, and the second-rate schools, 
were abolished. Today, and for 


many years past, anyone bearing 
the title of doctor of medicine 
has had to go through the long, 
hard process of passing the rigid 


requirements of a demanding 
medical school. 


Completing medical school, and 
then internship in a hospital give 
a doctor the basics with which 
to practice the combined art and 
science of medicine. 

Some doctors at that point (or 
afterward) then become “‘resi- 
dents” in hospitals and spend a 
matter of years specializing. They 
labor at modest salaries as resi- 
dents for the privilege of learning, 
from their seniors, the intricacies 
of the eyes, or X-ray, or internal 
medicine, or anesthesia, or or- 
thopedics, or gynecology, 


They don’t lose their basic train- 
ing; they add something on top of 
it, and thereafter concentrate 
their efforts on the particular 
specialty.

“It took quite a bit of luck,”’ Jones said Tues- 
day, adding there is no reason to believe it may 
not be duplicated some day. 


Jones received a special trophy at the golf 
awards winner Tuesday night commemorating 
the 30th anniversary of his unparalleled sweep 
of major championships—the U.S. Amateur and 
Open and the British Amateur and Open—in a 
single year. 


“This young fellow, Jackie Nicklaus, has a 


chance of doing it,” the modest, soft-speaking 
gentieman from Atlanta said during a moment 
of relaxation in his hotel room. 


“He is young (20 last Thursday), very strong, 
experienced and mature for his age.

Jackie Jensen, who often has threatened to do it, 
quit baseball Tuesday, turning down an estimated $40,- 
000 a year so he can be at home with his family. 


The blond outfielder’s decision 
shocked Bucky Harris, Red Sox 
general manager. It disrupted 
the outfield plans of Billy Jurges, 
field leader of the Boston Ameri- 
can League club. 


Jensen announced his appar- 
ently irrevocable decision less 
than 24 hours after Ted Wil- 
liams signed to play another 
year with the Sox. 


Both events occurred suddenly. 


Said Williams Tuesday: “It’s a 
shame Jensen quit. He's at his

quit now.” 


Jensen's loss will be felt 
keenly. 
Over the last half-dozen sea- 


sons he has driven in more runs, 
667, than any other big league 
ball player. 


He was the American League’s 
most valuable player in 1958 
when he led the loop with 122 
runs batted in and walloped 35 
home runs. He has been the 
league’s RBI leader thrice. 


His decision, 43 days before 
his 33rd birthday, seemingly 
ended a sparkling athletic ca- 
reer. 


He was a standout football and 
baseball player at the University 
of California. He is the only 
athlete who ever played football 
in the Rose Bowl, in baseball’s 
World Series and in the major 
league’s All-Star game. 


Jensen explained: ‘Mostly, I 
want to spend some time with the 
family. .And I also have some 
business ventures that I want to 
stay a little closer to.” 


He said the Sox made him a 
very “generous offer, a fabulous 
offer.” 


Jensen has a restaurant in Oak- 
land, Calif., and is concerned in 
real estate near his Lake Tahoe, 
Nev., home.

Opening lead: Seven of &. 


Thru the ages the holdup play 
has received top billing in these 
texts and just about the time 
when the subject appears to have 
grown quite hackneyed along 
comes a variation which arouses 
our interest. We offer one today 
which should appeal even to the 
seasoned veteran. 


South's rebid of two no trump, 
with a minimum holding may 
cause a raised eyebrow here and 
there. However, it should be 
noted that this bid is not to be 
taken as a drastic measure, 
where a free bid in a new suit by 
the responding hand leaves the 
opening bidder with no reason- 
able alternative. 


Against three no trump, West 
opened the seven of spades. The 
dummy played low, East covered 
with the nine and declarer won 
the trick with the ten. Since two 
club tricks had to be established 
to bring the total to nine, the 
jack of clubs was led next. West 
ducked, permitting East to win 
with the ace and return a spade. 
South played low and West pro- 
ceeded to clear the suit. When 
he regained the lead with the 
king of clubs, West ran the rest 
of the spades to inflict a one 
trick set. 


Application of the holdup play 
at Trick 1 would have rendered 
the defense helpless. If East re- 
turns a spade, declarer ducks 
again, permitting West to win 
the queen. Now South holds the 
ace, ten of spades against West's 
king, eight, seven. The latter is 
unable to continue development 
of the suit profitably himself, 


The principle involved may be 
stated briefly as follows: When, 
in order to build up the required 
number of tricks, you must re- 
linquish the lead twice, it is gen- 
erally good strategy not to take 
the first trick even though you 
have two stoppers in the suit.
